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THE ANDAMAN AND NICOBAR ISLANDS (MUNICIPAL 
BOARDS) AMENDMENT REGULATION. 1064 

No. I OF 1964 

Promulgated by the President in the Fifteenth Year of the 

Republic of India. 

A Regulation further to amend the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Municipal Boards) Regulation, 1957. 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the 
Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the following 
Regulation made by him: — 

1. (I) This Regulation may be called the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Municipal Boards) Amendment Regulation, 1964. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In section 9 of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Municipal 
j of 1967. Boards) Regulation, 1957 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 

Regulation),— 

(a) in sub-section (1), for the words “three years”, the words 
“four years” shall be substituted; 

(b) to sub-section (1) as so amended, the following proviso 
shall be added at the end, namely: — 

“Provided that an elected or nominated member holding 
office at the commencement of the Andaman and Nicobar 
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Islands (Municipal Boards) Amendment Regulation, 1964, 
shall retain such office for a further period of one year from 
the date on which, but for this proviso, he would have ceased 
to hold the office,”; 

(c) after sub-section (1) as so amended, the following sub' 
section shall be inserted, namely: — 


“(1A) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
(1), the Chief Commissioner may, if he is satisfied that in 
order to avoid administrative difficulty it is necessary to do 
so, by notification extend the term of office of the members 
as a whole by such period or periods, not exceeding one year 
in the aggregate, as may be specified in the notification.”.

“191A. The Chief Commissioner may, by order in writing— 

(i) suspend or cancel any resolution passed, order issued, 
or licence or permission granted, or 

(ii) prohibit the doing of any act which is about to be 
done or is being done, 

m pursuance or under colour of this Regulation, if, in his 
opinion,— 

(a) such resolution, order, licence, permission or act has 
not been legally passed, issued, granted or authorised, or 

(b) such resolution, order, licence, permission or act is in 
excess of the powers conferred by this Regulation or any 
other law, or 

(c) the execution of such resolution or order, the conti¬ 
nuance in force of such licence or permission or the doing 
of such act is likely to cause danger to human life 7 health or 
safety, or is likely to lead to a riot or an affray. 

Provided that the Chief Commissioner shall before taking 
action under this section on any of the grounds referred to m 
clauses (a) and (b) give the authority or person concerned an 
opportunity for explanation,”.
